CANDIDATES 
FORUM ON 
JAN. 5

The four candidates in the 
Wild Rose riding say they 
have plans to help farmers 
and ranchers in central Al¬ 
berta, many hard hit by the 
mad cow crisis over the past 
two years. 

Farm families and busi¬ 
nesses lost income when the 
U.S. border was closed to 
Canadian cattle exports with 
the discovery of the BSE or 
mad cow brain degenerative 
disease in May 2003. The 
border reopened last sum¬ 
mer. 

There are four candidates 
in Wild Rose: NDP’s Shan¬ 
non Nelles, Green Party’s 
Sean Maw, Liberal Judy 
Stewart, and Conservative 
incumbent Myron 

Thompson. 

The federal election cam¬ 
paign got underway on Nov. 
28, with Canadians going to 
the polls Jan. 23. 

Nelles says if elected she 
plans to spend a lot of her 
time meeting with local 
ranchers and farmers to 
gauge their concerns and 
seek solutions. 

“Basically what the NDP 
is planning to do for Wild 
Rose is literally taking the 
answers from farmers and 
taking it out of agribusiness 
hands,” said Nelles. “I want 
to work in conjunction with 
the farmers to find solutions 
that will work for them. 

“Honestly the best solu¬ 
tions would come out of the 
mouths of the farmers and 
ranchers themselves. If 
elected I plan to listen to 
people, what farmers have 
to say, and working with 
them to find the best solu¬ 
tions for them. We feel the 
people with the problems 
would have the best solu¬ 
tions.” 

More needs to be done to 
help ranchers continue to 
recover from the mad cow 
crisis, she said. 

Conservative candidate 
Myron Thompson says his 
party’s plans to replace the 
Canadian Agricultural In¬ 
come Stabilization Program 
(CAIS) with a new income 
stabilization program will 
benefit all farmers and 
ranchers in Wild Rose. 

“I can’t tell you what a 
mind-boggling process it was 
to even fill out the applica¬ 
tions (for CAIS),” said 
Thompson. “Our plan is for 
direct aid to the farmers at 
the gate and hopefully by¬ 
pass the huge bureaucracy.” 


The new Conservative 
program would be a “sim¬ 
pler, more responsive pro¬ 
gram that properly ad¬ 
dressed the cost of produc¬ 
tion, market revenue and 
inventory evaluation,” he 
said. 

“We will support the 
phased reduction of all 
trade-distorting barriers 
and the rapid elimination of 
all agriculture export subsi¬ 
dies. Canadians will have to 
choose between a Conserva¬ 
tive plan with committed 
support for farming and 
farm families, and Liberal 
indifference to rural 
Canada. With the opening of 
new beef markets, things 
will start falling into place.” 

Under the Conservative 
plan, western grain farmers 
would be able to participate 
voluntarily in the Canadian 
Wheat Board. 

Liberal candidate 

Stewart said her party has 
a comprehensive plan for 
helping ranchers and farm¬ 
ers in the short and long 
terms. 

“We are looking at how to 
help farmers during 
droughts and other calami¬ 
ties,” said Stewart. “We 
have a number of plans to 
help farmers, mostly 
through working with pro¬ 
ducers and the provinces. A 
lot of it is investing in the 
rural economy and infra¬ 
structure. 

“A lot of it has to do with 
making sure that they 
(farmers) have market 
equality, and opening up 
some new markets globally. 
We are continuing to look at 
direct assistance and invest¬ 
ing through provincial agen¬ 
cies. Farmers want govern¬ 
ment to invest in markets 
for products.” 

The Liberal plan includes 
increasing the use of coop¬ 
eratives and similar farmer 
collective actions to achieve 
market equality, and ensur¬ 
ing that young farmers have 
access to the Farm Improve¬ 
ment and Marketing Coop¬ 
eratives Loan Act. 

The Liberals plan to in¬ 
crease the capital gain tax 
exemption from $500,000 to 
$750,000, she said. 

The Conservative plan to 
do away with (CAIS) will 
cost farm families, she said. 

“The current program is 
fully funded by the province 
and the feds. The program 
being suggested by Mr. 
Harper (Conservative 
leader) would require con¬ 
tributions from those who 
can least afford it, the 
ranchers. People need to 
voice what they think, and 
frankly I think they should 
do that at the polls.” 

Green Party candidate 
Maw said he would like to 
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Gano retires from

see more slaughterhouses 
brought to Wild Rose. 

“That would give the local 
ranchers more control over 
distribution of their product, 
because they are pretty much 
operating at the behest of the 
large multinationals,” he 
said. 

“I think the federal gov¬ 
ernment has a role in support¬ 
ing the creation of more local 
slaughterhouse capacity,” 
said Maw. “That doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily mean handouts, but 
it could mean guaranteed 
loans.” 

He said if elected he would 
work hard to ensure that 
money set aside for BSE re¬ 
lief gets to the farmers and 
ranchers. 

“My understanding is that 
that it not necessarily hap¬ 
pening,” he said. 

There should be full test¬ 
ing for BSE in all Canadian 
cattle, he said. 

“I’m not sure the crisis is 
actually over, it may have sim¬ 
ply been postponed in the sense 
that if any more mad cow cases 
come up, I would expect the 
Americans might take the same 
action again in the future. 

What we really need to do is 
work on broader solutions. 
One of those things would be 
do to 100 per cent testing. It 
would make sense that if we 
are doing comprehensive test¬ 
ing, they (U.S.) won’t be able 
to fall back on that excuse.” 

The Green Party would like 
to see an end to genetically 
modified crops, he said. 

“With companies reducing 
the variety of crops out there 
combined with the dependen¬ 
cies on the chemical products 
they produce to support them, 
we’re creating a very unnatu¬ 
ral situation. In the long term 
that is going to be devastating. 

“Some of the answers would 
be that we get back to the 
crops that are made for this 
area and climate. And we avoid 
the genetically modified crops 
because of the long term un¬ 
certainty about what that is 
going to do to the ecology.” 

All Wild Rose candidates 
have said they will be taking 
part in a candidates forum at 
Olds College on Jan. 5.

Doug Stevens has been on 
the Didsbury Fire Depart¬ 
ment for the past 24 years, 
but his first injury while on 
duty only happened two 
weeks ago, when Stevens 
was fighting a house fire on 
a cold, snowy morning and 
he lost his footing on the 
slippery ladder and fell to 
the frozen ground. 

“We were at a house fire 
and we couldn’t get to it 
from the sides, so we put a 
ladder to the roof so we 
could pour water down on 
it,” said Stevens. “I was up 
on the ladder and it got slip¬ 
pery and I lost my footing.” 

Stevens landed on his left 
foot, where the bone was 
crushed. A steel plate was 
put into his foot, which will 
remain there for a couple 
months, then Stevens will 


need to go through physio¬ 
therapy. Stevens will not be 
able to work at his job at 
Greyhound, or fight 
anymore fires for at least 
four months. 

Stevens will receive 
worker’s compensation for 
his injury, and he says he 
has no regrets being at the 
fire. 

“It was just one of those 
things, it could have hap¬ 
pened to anyone,” said 
Stevens. “I will back on the 
department as soon as I

Town spends $80,000 on arena upgrades

This year will mark the 
30th birthday of the 
Didsbury Arena, and in cel¬ 
ebration of that the arena 
will see some much needed 
upgrades, totalling an esti¬ 
mated $80,000. 

Town Council approved 
administration to go ahead 
and apply for a “ME First” 
interest free loan from the 
provincial government. 

Me First is a program 
from municipal affairs that 
provides assistance for pro¬ 


grams that will improve en¬ 
ergy efficiency. The loan will 
be paid off over a period no 
more than five years, and 
the Town will work with the 
Didsbury Curling Club in an 
effort to secure additional 
grants if possible. 

“The main feature of the 
project is a new chiller,” 
said Byron Sayer, parks and 
arena manager. “The chiller 
that is currently operating 
in the ice plant was built in 
1968, and was moved from 
the old arena when it burned 
down, and it just can’t keep

up with the demand. It is 
our intention to push ahead 
and make the building func¬ 
tion just as well or even bet¬ 
ter than in years past wher¬ 
ever possible.” 

The chiller is the central 
piece to the ice plant, and it 
alone is almost worth the en¬ 
tire $80,000. 

The Town is also planning 
on putting a monitoring sys¬ 
tem in the ice plant, which will 
prolong the life of the con¬ 
denser, by monitoring its coer¬ 
cion levels. The estimated 
value of the monitoring system 


is $3000. 

“These improvements will 
happen during the off-season,” 
said Sayer. “In the middle of 
March the ice comes out, the 
Town will look for tenders be¬ 
fore that.” 

The chiller runs all three ice 
surfaces in the Memorial Com¬ 
plex. 

“It is our hope that this 
project will not only increase 
the quality of product that we 
provide, but also that it saves 
tax dollar money on utilities as 
well, as we push ahead for a 
great year in 2006,” said Sayer.

QUESTION: My 16-year-old son wants to go on a 
supervised, three-week outing in a nearby national for¬ 
est. It scares me to think of him being out there some¬ 
where beyond my ability to help him if he got in diffi¬ 
culty. Am I right to turn him down? 

I)R. DOBSON: I' m sure you know that within a 
couple of years, your son will be off to college or to 
some other pursuit, perhaps the military, and he will 
be entirely beyond your reach. Why not give him a 
taste of that independence now, while he is still under 
your care? It will be better for him to ease away from 
your influence than to have it come to a sudden end. 

There was a moment during my teen years when 
my mother and I had a similar debate. I was 16 years 
old and had been invited to work on a shrimp boat 
during the summer. The captain and crew were tough 
dudes who didn't put up with any nonsense. It was a 
man's world, and I was drawn to it. 

My mother was very reluctant to grant permission 
because she understood that there could be dangers 
out there in the Gulf of Mexico for four days. She was 
about to say no when I said, "How long are you going 
to keep me as your little boy? I'm growing up, and I 
want to go.” With that, she relented. It turned out to 
be a good experience, during which I learned what it is 
like to work whether or not I felt like it, and I began 
to understand better how the adult world works. I came 
back grimy and tired, but feeling very good about my¬ 
self. My mother later acknowledged that she had done 
the right thing, even though she worried the entire 
time. 

Yes, I think you should let your boy go to the wil¬ 
derness, especially since it is a supervised trip. "Let¬ 
ting go" works best as a gradual process. It's time to 
get started. 

QUESTION: Our family lives an exhausting life¬ 
style — we just can't seem to find a way to slow down! 
It gets depressing at times. Do you have any words of 
advice for us? 

DR. DOBSON: Let me share something that may 
help you and your husband make the tough choices on 
which a slower lifestyle could depend. Do you remem¬ 
ber Vince Foster, who committed suicide during the 
early days of the Clinton administration? He was 
deputy counsel to the president before that tragic night 
of his death on July 20, 1993. Just eight weeks earlier, 
Foster had been asked to speak to students graduat¬ 
ing from the University of Arkansas School of Law. 
This is what he told the students on that occasion: 

A word about family. You have amply demonstrated 
that you are achievers willing to work hard, long hours 
and set aside your personal lives. But it reminds me of 
that observation that no one was ever heard to say on 
a deathbed, I wish I had spent more time at the office. 
Balance wisely your professional life and your family 
life. If you are fortunate to have children, your par¬ 
ents will warn you that your children will grow up 
and be gone before you know it. I can testify that it is 
true. God only allows us so many opportunities with 
our children to read a story, go fishing, play catch and 
say our prayers together. Try not to miss a one of them. 

Vince Foster's words now echo back to us from 
eternity. While you’re climbing the ladder of success, 
don't forget your own family. Those years with your 
children at home will be gone in a heartbeat. Do what¬ 
ever is necessary to grab those precious moments, 
whether it requires changing jobs, getting a smaller 
house, or turning down lucrative and exciting oppor¬ 
tunities. Nothing is worth losing your kids. Nothing!

Crystal Meth bust hits 
close to home 

Ten kilograms of the drug 
Methamphetamine, also 
known as “Crystal Meth” was 
seized from a rural property 
last February, near Didsbury. 

Didsbury RCMP responded 
to an unrelated matter when 
they encountered what is be¬ 
ing considered the largest 
clandestine drug lab in Al¬ 
berta.

MURES and Sundre EMS became one in April 


In April Mountain View 
Regional Emergency Serv¬ 
ices (MVRES) and Sundre 
and District EMS Society 
announced they agreed to 
consolidate the ground am¬ 
bulance services. 

This new agreement be¬ 
came effective April 1, mak¬ 
ing all Mountain View 
County (MVC) area resi¬ 
dents, rural and urban, un¬ 
der MVRES. 

“We were running two 
parallel services with iden¬ 
tical operations,” said Nick 
Thain, Executive director, 
MVRES in April. “We are 
going to maintain the same 
staffing, there will be no ef¬ 
fect within either service.” 

Sundre EMS has been the 
provider of ambulance serv¬ 
ice to Sundre and area since 
1980. 

It became the goal of the 
commission in 2001 to try 
and ensure service for the 
County under one service 
provider. 

Logistical issues pro¬ 


longed the process, which 
has finally been completed. 

Budget holds big plans 
for Town 

The Didsbury Town 
Council approved the new 
municipal mill rates, which 
included a one-mill reduc¬ 
tion in Non-Residential mu¬ 
nicipal property taxes, at 
last April’s Town council 
meeting. 

In 2004 Non-residential 
municipal property tax was 
14 mills, and council has de¬ 
creased that by 7.14% down 
to 13 mills for the year. 

This decrease was be¬ 
cause council and adminis¬ 
tration wanted to reduce the 
gap between the Residential 
and Non-residential mill 
rate in Didsbury. At one 
point the gap betwen the two 
was four mills. 

“For Non-residential we 
are resuming what council 
determined a good economi¬ 
cal process in narrowing the 
gap between the two rates to 


be more competitive,” said 
Mayor Dorothy Moore last 
April. 

Residential taxpayers 
may not have seen a de¬ 
crease, but they saw no in¬ 
crease either because the 
Residential mill rate stayed 
at 10 mills. 

This mill rate has not in¬ 
creased since 2002. 

AAA Cattle Company 
received approval to 
fully expand to 18,200 
cattle 

After a lengthy investiga¬ 
tion by the Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation 
Board’s (NRCB) approvals 
officer gave the green light 
to AAA Cattle Company, 
who was now allowed to ex¬ 
pand their feedlot to 18,200 
head of cattle. 

AAA Cattle Company, a 
feedlot operation east of 
Didsbury, submitted their 
application for re-considera¬ 
tion on January 7 subse¬ 
quent to an Alberta Court of 


Appeal ruling on November 
8, which had previously 
quashed a NRCB board de¬ 
cision. 

According to the NRCB, 
the law and the decision of 
the Court of Appeal, the 
NRCB board directed the 
application back to the ap¬ 
provals officer for re-consid¬ 
eration. 

According to Bill 
Kennedy, legal counsel and 
media spokesperson for the 
NRCB, the approvals officer 
had to ensure, before grant¬ 
ing approval, that AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company’s operation was 
not putting area residents or 
the local environment at 
risk. 

“(The Alberta Court of 
Appeal) directed the Board 
to conduct an environmen¬ 
tal review of the pre-exist¬ 
ing facilities and then under¬ 
stand the environmental ef¬ 
fects of those pre-existing 
facilities in context of the 
entire operation,” Kennedy 
said last April. 


Kennedy believes that the 
process which the NRCB’s 
approval officer went 
through in order to come up 
with the verdict of approv¬ 
ing the application was a 
very thorough one, and be¬ 
lieves she did a good job. 

“The analysis was cer¬ 
tainly very thorough. There 
has been a lot of analysis of 
neighbouring water wells 
and this operation and the 
decision expresses comfort 
that it is built to standards 
which will be protective of 
the environment.” according 
to Kennedy. 

According to the NRCB, 
in reconsidering AAA Cattle 
Company’s application, the 
approval officer reviewed 
submissions from various 
parties, including Mountain 
View County, Calgary 
Health Region, Alberta En¬ 
vironment, Alberta Trans¬ 
portation, and the Commit¬ 
tee for Lone Pine, 
neighbors, and members of 
the community. 


MVC 2005 budget approved in May 


Mountain View County 
Council approved its 2005 
budget, after taking 10 days 
to review line-by-line expen¬ 
ditures. 

No amendments were 
made to the budget, which 
was first presented April 14, 
but not all Councillors were 
happy with the motion to 
pass it. 

Councillor Arnie Shea 
made the lone opposition 
vote, saying there are too 
many internal inefficiencies 
that need to be worked out 
before he can support the 
figures. 

“You’re not going to ap¬ 
prove a budget when you 
know there’s 30 per cent in¬ 
efficiencies,” he told Coun¬ 
cil. “How can you?” 

Shea said the County 
lacks a concrete plan for the 
$1.1 million increase in Pub¬ 
lic Works initiatives out¬ 
lined in the budget and 
thinks the money would be 
better off in a contingency 
fund. 

“What frustrates the 
devil out of me is how many 
computer games are on our 
County computers,” Shea 
added. 

“These are the kind of 
efficiencies we’ve got to get 
to. If we eliminate the games 
we might get another 10 per 


cent efficiencies out of these 
departments.” 

But County Commis¬ 
sioner Harold Johnsrude 
said all employees have 
signed a computer use policy 
that he believes they are fol¬ 
lowing. 

Olds Koininia Chris¬ 
tian School joined CESD 

Parents from the Olds 
Koininia Christian School 
met with Chinook’s Edge 
School Division (CESD) 
Board chairman Roy 
Brassard to vote on the 
school joining the CESD. 
Approximately 250 parents 
showed up to the meeting, 
and 93% voted in favor of 
the of the school joining the 
Board. 

“This will be an alterna¬ 
tive school under the care of 
CESD,” said Brassard. 
“This will benefit many of 
the residence in Olds, 
Didsbury and Sundre area. 
There will be a change in 
funding on both sides, and 
their teachers will automati¬ 
cally join our union.” 

The Board would start re¬ 
ceiving student allowance 
from the Province for the 
students that attend the 
OKCS after they officially 
came under the CESD um¬ 
brella, which was estimated 


to happen in September. 

“This should not change 
the program there, it will 
remain the same,” said 
Brassard. “This has been 
happening across the prov¬ 
ince with different school 
divisions. It will remain a 
unique school, under a pub¬ 
lic body.” 

According to CESD su¬ 
perintendent Jim Gibbons, 
the values of both the school 
and division are the same. 

Didsbury women met 
Prince Phillip 

Two very hard working 
Didsbury women met Prince 
Phillip and were also pre¬ 
sented with the Duke of Ed¬ 
inburgh’s Award for the 
Young Canadian Challenge. 

Danielle Adamchick, 19, 
and Laura Pochapsky, 18, 
worked towards this goal 
since girl guides, and they 
were eager to complete it 
with the award. 

“We had to complete 
hours for three different lev¬ 
els,” said Adamchick. 
“Skill, physical recreation, 
and volunteer hours. Then 
we had to plan an expedi¬ 
tion, go on it, then write a 
report about it.” 

Through a YMCA Youth 
Exchange, the girls went on 
an expedition to Montreal in 


April of 2002, and only one 
month later the same youth 
group they visited in Mon¬ 
treal came here for a visit. 

“There were 17 inner city 
youth that came here,” said 
Adamchick. “We had to see 
their culture, then they 
came here to see our 
economy. There were certain 


components of their lifestyle 
that was very different from 
ours, with them being inner 
city and we being residen¬ 
tial.”

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Didsbury man dies in crash in June 


A ‘27-year-old Didsbury 
man died when his vehicle 
collided with a northbound 
train, at an uncontrolled 
crossing just outside of 
Didsbury, June 4, at 3 a.m. 

Sgt. O’Dwyer, Didsbury 
RCMP, said Ryan Pothier hit 
the 27th car of a 115-car- 
train while driving his 1996 
Pontiac Grand Prix. 

Weather conditions were 
reported to be foggy at the 
time of the incident. 

Although the speed 
Pothier was travelling had 
not been determined, CP Rail 
officials said train speed was 
not a factor. 

“The train was travelling 
at a speed of (slightly under 
16 km/h) as it was switch¬ 
ing from a secondary line 
onto the Red Deer main 
line,” said Ed Greenburg, 
manager public affairs for 
CP Rail, adding track speed 
in that area is 16 km/h. 

“The (vehicle) collided 
with the side of the rail car 
and bounced off it, away 
from the tracks. It happened 
very quickly. Train speed 
was not a factor,” said 
Greenburg. “Our initial in¬ 
vestigation shows the train 
was operating appropri¬ 
ately.” 

Incidentally, the train 
continued its course to¬ 
wards Red Deer as the crew 
was unaware there had been 
any collision. 

RCMP said a passerby 
who came upon the scene 
reported a damaged car near 


the tracks at 3:19 a.m. 
RCMP then notified the CP 
Rail network management 
centre in Calgary who in¬ 
formed crews to stop the 
train. 

CESD needs more 
money for new high 
school 

The bidding ended for the 
tender of the new Didsbury 
High School, but Chinook’s 
Edge School Division 
(CESD) was forced to go 
back to Alberta Infrastruc¬ 
ture for more money after 
the lowest bid came in 
$628,000 over budget. 

Lear Construction Man¬ 
agement made the lowest bid 
of $7.1 million and the 
budget for the construction 
of the school was just over 
$6.4 million. 

“We have not accepted 
this bid yet,” said Terresa 
Dersch, Corporate secre¬ 
tary, CESD. “We now have 
to go and get more money 
from Alberta Infrastructure. 
The tender is held for 45 
days, so we are hopeful we 
will hear back from them by 
that time.” 

If the additional funding 
is not approved they will 
conduct a committee meet¬ 
ing and come up with an al¬ 
ternative plan. 

“We are very hopeful they 
are going to top up the fund¬ 
ing so we can accept the low 
bid,” said Dersch. “Inflation 
is part of the problem it 
goes up over one percent a 


month.”

Didsbury man facing 
possible extradition to 
Florida 

Didsbury Inn owner John 
“Jack” Sheridan was ar¬ 
rested by RCMP on June 21, 
and is now facing a possible 
extradition to Florida in 
connection with a fatal mo¬ 
tor vehicle accident that 
happened in Florida in 1968. 

According to a published 
report in the Vero Beach 
(Florida) Press Journal Fri¬ 
day, Sheridan was convicted 
of killing a 37-year-old man 
and injuring 23 others when 
his car slammed into a Grey¬ 
hound bus on Feb. 10, 1968. 

The dead man was a pas¬ 
senger in Sheridan’s vehi¬ 


cle. Passengers on the bus 
suffered numerous injuries, 
including broken bones. 

In Feb. 1969, a Florida 
jury found Sheridan guilty 
of manslaughter by culpable 
negligence and manslaugh¬ 
ter by intoxication. 

An appeals court over¬ 
turned the convictions and 
a new trial was ordered for 
Oct. 1971. 

Sheridan was out on bond 
pending the re-trial. 

He moved to Canada after 
the conviction was over¬ 
turned. 

Sheridan was released on 
$10,000 bail following an 
appearance in Court of 
Queen’s Bench. 



Towns commit to work together in July 


The Town’s of Carstairs 
and Didsbury announced 
they are planning for the 
future, and want to retain 
positive working relation¬ 
ships with one another as 
they agreed to pursue a mu¬ 
tual agreement between the 
two municipalities. 

The agreement, which 
was being looked into by the 
Town’s two Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officers (CAO) has 
been directed to begin meet¬ 
ing regularly and to prepare 
a report for both councils, 
relative to reducing costs 
and providing better services 
for both communities, by 
cost sharing of different 
pieces of equipment and pro¬ 
grams. 

The two towns are mem¬ 


bers of a regional partner¬ 
ship, which includes all com¬ 
munities within Mountain 
View County, who are work¬ 
ing towards finding ways 
and methods they too can 
work at reducing costs for 
all municipalities. 

“Carstairs and Didsbury 
have a history of mutual 
aide and cooperation,” said 
Didsbury mayor Dorothy 
Moore. “Our locations are 
so similar, just off Highway 
2 and 2A. Our citizens share 
facilities and we have buses 
that go back and forth.” 

Flood victims faced on¬ 
going hardships 

Three weeks after the dis¬ 
trict was hit by heavy flood¬ 
ing, many flood victims 


across the region, including 
seniors, were living in in¬ 
creasingly unsafe and un¬ 
sanitary conditions, area 
politicians heard in July. 

A meeting was held in 
Sundre, convened by Wild 
Rose MP Myron Thompson, 
to discuss the flood situa¬ 
tion. 

Among those in attend¬ 
ance were Mountain View 
County councillors Arnie 
Shea, Kathy Blain and Liz 
Negropontes, Sundre Mayor 
Roy Cummings, Greenwood 
Neighbourhood Place repre¬ 
sentatives, Sundre Petro¬ 
leum Operators Group rep¬ 
resentatives, and officials 
from Shell Canada. 

Flooding across the re¬ 
gion on June 18 and 19 dam¬ 


aged or destroyed many 
homes. Campgrounds and 
rural properties were also 
hard hit. 

A number of residents af¬ 
fected by the flooding were 
forced to move out of their 
homes and into temporary 
facilities such as outbuild¬ 
ings and trailers. 

A number of homes were 
been condemned, including 
the hard-hit Sleepy Hollow 
neighbourhood at Westward 
Ho. 

New MVC Building up 
and running 

At the new Mountain 
View County (MVC) Admin¬ 
istration Building in July, 
the parking lot filled, the 
construction cleared, and 


people were buzzing around 
inside. 

After years of planning 
and debate the building 
opened and the staff moved 
in. 

Didsbury teen stabbed 
in alley 

In July the Didsbury RCMP 
were called to an alley just 
south of 18 Ave, where a 16 
year old girl was stabbed. 

Mountain View EMS also 
responded to the call, and the 
16 year old youth, who can not 
be named, was transported to 
the Foothills Hospital in 
Calgary. 

Didsbury RCMR with the as¬ 
sistance of Olds RCMP have ar¬ 
rested both a male and female 
suspect with the stabbing. 
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Town CAO fired in August 


Brian Irvine was still 
shaking his head in disbelief 
after Didsbury Town coun¬ 
cil relieved him from his 
CAO (Chief Administrative 
Officer) duties on July 19, at 
a special council meeting. 

Irvine had just come back 
to work after a three month 
disability leave after hurt¬ 
ing his back in Edmonton 
last Fall. 

The morning before he 
was let go, according to 
Irvine he was walking down 
the sidewalk with two co¬ 
workers and he fell off. 

Irvine was not sure if the 
accident would cause him to 
need more time off, because 
it was still too soon to tell. 

Irvine felt he was let go 
unfairly, and said that he 
was not ruling out legal ac¬ 
tion. 

Irvine worked as CAO for 
the Town for almost two 
years. 

MVC Cuffed 

The outcome of the much 
anticipated $50,000 corpo¬ 
rate review of Mountain 
View County by George Cuff 
and Associates was made 
public to a full house. 

For the past four months 
Cuff and three of his associ¬ 
ates who came into the 
County tried to figure out 
ways that the County could 
operate more efficiently. 

Cuff put forward a report, 
which consists of over 160 
pages, with 62 recommenda¬ 
tions which he suggests 
council should have in place 
within 120 days. 

Some of those ideas were: 
having the reeve as an 
elected position, having six 
divisions - rather than 
seven, getting rid of indi¬ 


vidual divisional budgets, 
and hiring more senior staff. 

Cuff admits that the hot¬ 
test issue that Mountain 
View County has been faced 
with was the construction of 
the new administration 
building; which he believes 
is the reason he was hired 
to come in and do a corpo¬ 
rate review. 

Cuff criticized former 
councils and even the cur¬ 
rent council for not commu¬ 
nicating the process of what 
stages the building was at. 

Cuff says that if anything 
was learned from the whole 
building issue, it is that com¬ 
munication needs to be in¬ 
creased drastically. 

One of the biggest areas 
that needs to be improved 
are the relationships be¬ 
tween staff and council, as 
Cuff says despite them being 
two separate parts of the 
County’s corporation - they 
need to work as a team to 
get the job done. 

Cuff also pointed that 
councillors need to learn 
what their roles are exactly, 
and one of their goals is not 
the management of the cor¬ 
poration. 

Didsbury’s weather sta¬ 
tion 

For the first time ever, 
Didsbury got its very own 
weather station, and up to 
the minute temperatures and 
forecasts are only a click 
away. 

The station, located on 
Bill and Kathleen Windsor’s 
house, can read tempera¬ 
tures 12 to 48 hours in ad¬ 
vance. 

The station was set up on 
the Windsor’s house because 
it needed to be in a location 


where they could have other 
facilities needed such as the 
internet and a web server. 

The weather can be 
viewed at 

weather.mydidsbury.ca, 
along with wind speed, rela¬ 
tive humidity, temperature 
with wind chill, wind direc¬ 
tion, precipitation and dew 
point. 

Parking Study reveals 
problem 

Didsbury’s downtown 
parking situation has been 
questioned for some time, so 
Town council decided to 
have a parking study done 
to help them, and residents, 
understand if parking really 
is a problem in town, and 
the results are in. 

The study included an in¬ 
ventory of available parking 
lots in the downtown core, 
an assessment of available 
parking during various 
times of the day and of the 
week, a survey of business 


owners, tenants and build¬ 
ing owners in the downtown 
area, an analysis of possible 
solutions to the lack of 
parking and a provision of 
costs relative to the pro¬ 
posed solutions. The areas 
included in the study are 15 
Ave. to 24 Ave., and from 20 
St. to 21 St. 

Within the study the 
Town heard from the 
Didsbury Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, who admitted they 
would like to see the two 
hour parking limit, on the 
main streets downtown, en¬ 
forced. 

The parking problem 
downtown is contributed, in 
the study, to people parking 
all day in high traffic loca¬ 
tions more than a problem 
with not enough parking 
spaces. 

County CAO voted out 

Mountain View County 
chief administrative officer 


Harold Johnsrude found 
himself out of a job after 
council voted him out, 4-3, 
contrary to recommenda¬ 
tions from a recent $50,000 
corporate review suggesting 
he be given broader powers. 

The meeting, Aug. 9, was 
meant to be a day for the 
public to offer concerns per¬ 
taining to the Cuff Report 
and for council to willingly 
acknowledge shortcomings 
and make positive changes. 

Instead, as Reeve A1 
Kemmere put it, “every¬ 
thing went sideways.” 

During the afternoon seg¬ 
ment of the council meeting 
with the CAO, the media, and 
the public present, council 
members had the task of ac¬ 
cepting and adopting the 62 
recommendations from the 
Cuff Report. 

But by the end of the day, 
Johnsrude was removed and 
Councillor Charlie Van 
Arnam resigned in protest. 



Plane crash kills two 

In August as the rain 
came down, a small 
homemade plane on its 
way to Grand Prairie fell 
from the sky, killing two 


people. 

Didsbury Fire Dept., 
RCMP, and Mountain View 
EMS were notified that the 
aircraft was down, and with 
the assistance of NAV 


Canada and STARS, they 
were able to locate the air¬ 
craft which was north of 
the Harmattan Gas Plant, 
about 10 kms from Hwy 27, 
in a farmer’s field. 

NAV Canada reported 
that the aircraft was be¬ 
lieved to have crashed due 
to the emergency beacon 
being transmitted from the 
aircraft. At that time they 
dispatched a fly over, and 
it confirmed the aircraft 
was down. MVEMS was not 
able to track the location 
from the emergency beacon, 
so STARS was called to as¬ 
sist them with that, not for 
medical assistance. 


Tara Projects faces residents concerns in September 


Residents in the College 
Green apartments and 
condos said they have had 
enough of the noise, dust 
and paint left on theirs cars 
from work done at Tara 
Projects, which is located in 
Didsbury’s industrial park 
on 18 St. 

Tara Projects just wanted 
to be left to conduct their 
business as they have baen 
for the past four years, well 
before the College Green 
apartments and condos were 
there. 

The Didsbury Municipal 
Planning Committee (MPC) 
approved to permit the in¬ 
stallation of a containment 
system for the purpose of 


controlling emissions from 
the sandblasting operations 
with some conditions. 

Residents had a 14 day pe¬ 
riod to appeal the decision, 
and for the first time in the 
past seven years, the deci¬ 
sion was appealed and it 
would be brought to appeal 
board for a decision. 

Rod and Karen Flack 
made the appeal because 
they believed the system 
would not alleviate the prob¬ 
lems. 

Olds man killed in ru¬ 
ral Didsbury 

A 58-year-old Olds man 
was killed after running a 
stop sign in rural Didsbury 


in September. 

The man was heading 
south on range road 4.2 in 
a pick-up truck, when he 
failed to stop at the stop 
sign at the intersection at 
Hwy. 582, he collided with a 
second pick-up which was 
heading west on the Hwy. 
582. 

The Olds man, William 
Costache (not released by 
RCMP), was taken to 
Didsbury Hospital where he 
was pronounced deceased. 
The second male, in the sec¬ 
ond pick-up truck, a 30-year- 
old from Calgary, was also 
transported to the Didsbury 
Hospital, and later trans¬ 
ferred by STARS to the 


Calgary Foothills Hospital 
with non-life threatening in¬ 
juries. 

Lagoon repairs cost 
Town over $98,000 

The Town of Didsbury 
spent $98,150 in September 
on repairs to the upper la¬ 
goon. 

Town Public Works em¬ 
ployees’ discovered that' the 
berm sloping on the upper 
lagoon was deteriorating 
over time which resulted in 
stress being put on the liner 
and large rocks protruding 
up through the liner caus¬ 
ing leaking. 

The liner rests on the 
herm slope, and so the dete¬ 


rioration is creating pock¬ 
ets, and the soil underneath 
was eroding. 

Didsbury’s first Idol 

In September people filled 
the Multi-Purpose Room to lis¬ 
ten to, and have a say in who 
would become the first ever 
Didsbury Idol. 

After hearing ten contest¬ 
ants perform, the top three 
were chosen to continue on and 
compete for the final spot, and 
those three were Laura 
Bevelander, Jessica Wei ns and 
Anna Howells.
